John. Butler. Yeats 


The portrait of Father Dinneen, which 
has been presented to the National 
Gallery, is not by Mr. Jack B. Yeats, as 
many believe, but by his distinguished 
father, John Butler Yeats. It “was 
executed many years ago, befor. the great 
artist left for the United States, leaving a 
void in Dublin life, and being welcomed 
in the great city of New York, where he 
was the centre of a brilliant circle. Yet 
no one entering the Abbey Theatre but 
will remember the artist of the Literary 
Renaissance. I believe all the portraits 
in the theatre, with the exception of that 
of Miss Allgood, which Miss Purser pre- 
sented two years ago, are by John Butler 
Yeats. 


ACaking Conversation 


Mr. Yeats was a great conversationalist. 
After dinner he could talk for hours and 
entrance his listeners. His studio in 
St. Stephen’s Green wa- the rendezvous 
of the literati, and it was here he painted 
the brothers Fay and the other paintings 
with which we are so familiar, He was 
a marvellous walker, and each evening 
when he left his work walked to Dundrum 
from St. Stephen’s Green, and thought 
nothing of the journey. He often walked 
in the mornings the same road. But those 
were in the days when people thought as 
little of going from the extreme South side 
after a little party to the North as we 
do of tripping from the Pillar to O'Connell 
Bridge to-day. 


Romance of a ‘Restaurant 


When Mr. Yeats left Ireland to see the 
New World he went to reside in a house 
in 17th street, New York, kept. by three 
Breton peasants. The sisters opened an 
underground restaurant, where nice little 
French dinners were served at very 
moderate prices and where the Bohemians 
foregathered. As soon as Mr. . Yeats’s 
friends began to arrive—and they included 
all the genius of the city—the fame of the 
hostelry was made. isn no short time the 
curious came too in order to watch the 
lions feast. So popular became Pettepas 
that after a time it was impossible to 
reserve a table, and with the reputation 
of the good soup and excellent wine the 
Sisters Pettepas began to grow more em- 
boldened. Prices went up, and. only 
friends of the house were emcouraged. 
Indeed, it became quite a fashionable 
place, when senators and distinguished 
writers and wits and artists dined there. 
After the War the Mdlles. Pettepas 
returned to France, having made a 


‘fortune, as people said, of 400,000 francs, 


and bought a chateau. But there are 
those who will tell you that John Butler 
Yeats was responsible for the great 
fortune. His table was the place of the 
élite to the last, and he died in the 
Pettepas home, where he was beloved ; for 
no inducements of his family could tear 
him away from that brilliant circle where 
he was the lion. 


Ghe Bay-Window 


A friend who is interested in the history 
of old Dublin houses sends me the follow- 
ing anecdote concerning No. 14 Harcourt 
street, once the residence: of Sir Jonah 
Barrington, well-known as the historian 
of Grattan’s Parliament. Sir Jonah had 
married the daughter of a rich Dublin 
silk mercer, and his wife was accustomed 
to sit in the bay-window of the Harcourt 
street house. This window overlooked tht 
residence of Lord Clonmell, and anyone 
posted in it could observe the movements 
of that nobleman’s family across the 
intervening space. Eventually Lord Clon- 
mell approached Sir Jonah, and asked 
him to have the window closed up, a 
request which was promptly refused. 
Lady Clonmell, however, set about the 
affair with feminine subtlety. She sug- 
gested to her friends in Dublin society 
that Lady Barrington, of course, had been 
so long accustomed to look out of shop 
windows that she now found it impossible 
to dispense with the habit. This scathing 
comment soon had the desired effect, and 
the bay-window was bricked up.

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; Films of the Week :- Lee Tracy

“"Tis with our judgments as our 
watches; none

.... and in few connections, perhaps, 
do our judgments differ so much as in the 
cinema, hy, for instance, when every- 
one around me is rocking with laughter at 
Wheeler and Woolsey (who appear this 
week at the Capitol in “ Cockeyed 
Cavaliers’’), should I be so completely 
unable to see anything funny in their 
antics? There are some people, I know, 
who refuse to smile at anything on the 
screen except it is by Rene Clair, Walt 
Disney, or Chaplin, and to whom the 
mere fact that a comedian is “ popular” 
is enough to damn him. I do not think, 
however, that my apathy to Wheeler and 
Woolsey comes from a ‘‘highbrow”’ dis- 
like of them. On the contrary, so far as 
the screen is concerned, the broader the 
fun is the better I like it. I would yo 
quite a distance to see Charlie Chase, an 
almost anywhere in reason to see Laurel 
and Hardy, Eddie Cantor or Harold 
Lloyd—none of whom can be accused of 
putting any very great strain on the 
intellect. 


MAS film actors, especially the come- 

dians, have an appeal that is almost 
universal, but as regards the others, we 
can only fall back on the cliché that 
opinions differ. Wheeler and Woolsey 
come into the latter class—some people 
delight in them, and others, with the same 
outlook and apparently the same tastes, 
cannot stand them. The most curious 
case, of .course, is that of the Four Marx 
Brothers, and the only two opinions | 
have ever heard advanced on them are (a) 
that they are senseless clowns, and (b) 
that they.are inspired comedians. Where 
they are concerned there seems to be no 
middle course betwen admiration and 
horror.

ERY often one comes across a com- 
petition in the newspapers which 
consists in asking people to name their 
favourite film stars; but it would 
be much more interesting to ask 
them whom they dislike, and why. 
The only drawback is that so few people 
can give any reason, though nearly every.

Lee Tracy's Latest 
EE TRACY is a little more subdued 
than usual in ‘‘ Turn Back the 
Clock,’’ which is being shown at the Savoy. 
Tracy is one of the newest arrivals among 
the film stars, and specialises in what. one 
might call “ semi-tough ' parts.

TO THE-EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,~It is refreshing, in these days of 
wild theories and crude, undigested political 
schemes, to read a letter so full of sane 
commonsense as that of Mr. Hugh A. 
McHugh in your issue of October 4. It is 

ood to see ourselves as cthers see us. Mr, 
McHugh, I presume, has learned to see Ire- 
land from the American point of view, and 
has learned much from the fact. I have just 
returned from a visit to Ulster, and was 
much interested in hearing the views of 
Ulstermen in regard to the Irish Free State. 
I stayed with a representative citizen of 
Londonderry, and I asked him what. he 
thought of the proposal that Northern 
Ireland should join up with the Irish Free 
State. “ Do you want us to enter a lunatic 
asylum?” he reptied. “We regard the policy 
of your present Government as madness. Our 
trade and prosperity depends upon union and 
co-operation with England. You are 
slienating and fighting with your best 
customer, who only wants to ba your friend. 
Take our- shipyards. We rely upon Erigland 
for our orders. If we quarrel with her she 
will give them to the Clyde and the Tyne. 
Here in Derry we could manufacture in a 
week all the shirts that Ireland requires in 
a year. What are we to do for the rest of 
the year unless we can find external markets! 
We have free entry into the British market for 
all our agricultural produce, and they will 
take all that we can produce, if we send 
them the right stuff. 
of sentiment, it is essentially a matter of 
business and £ s. d.'” He went on to say 
that the Irish Free State is living beyond 
its income; which means for a State, 
as for an individual, an inevitable financial 
crash, if such a policy is persisted in. 

He stressed the favt that political stability 
is essential to business develonment. They 
were loyal to the King and Royal Family, 
and adhered to the United Kingdom and 
the British Empire because they regarded 
these as the surest guarantees of peace and 
stability. They would not touch a republic 
with a forty-foot pole. No one could tell 
what the reactions might be if the Irish Free 
State proclaimed itself a republic, completely 
outside the British Commonwealtn As long 
as that menace hung over the Irish Free 
State, he said, there could be no hope of 
a united Ireland.

commonsense and the business and industrial 
capacity of Northern Ireland. There is some 
hope of getting it, .thus aerrees by Mr. 
McHugh: “Those of the Irish people classi- 
fied as the ‘loyalist’ group who always 
adhered ‘to the traditional security and 
stability of English rule in some form ut 
other, would welcome a Government for 
Ireland that offers the safeguards of a per- 
manent alliance with England (not neces- 
sarily one that would’ entail any sacrifice of 
Ireland's national inheritance).’

Modern England has tried her best to undo 
them, as far as it is possible to undo the 
past. Let us forget the past, and gratefully 
acknowledge that the English have no other 
feelings towards Ireland to-day than the de- 
sire to see her happy, united, prosperous and 
good friends.—Yours, etc., :

Russian flax was given to-dav by Mr. 
Martin Wailace, B.Comm., in an address to 
the Belfast Rotary Club. He said that 
Northern lreland was dependent on foreign 
sources for the supply of flax and tow to 
the extent of 95 per cent., and it was esti- 
mated that Soviet Russia now grew about 
to 95 per cent. of the world’s supply. The 
Russian export amounted to about 80,000 
tons, of which approximately 30,000 tons came 
into Great Britain last year. 


IDLE SPINDLES 


If Russian exports were cut down, or a 
larger proportion of her exports were divérted 
elsewhere, a large proportion of the Belfast 
spindles would be brought to a standstill. 
' The position of our supplies for next year 
is, at the moment, extremely precarious,’’ 
added Mr. Wallace ‘‘ owing to political 
causes, and. more especially an embargo on 
the purchase of foreign exchange. Germany 
is buying abnormally large quantities of flax 
and tow from Russia, puitly to off-set Russian 
debts for machinery, and partly to limit the 
imports of cotton, jute, and hemp, a consider- 
able proportion of which comes from countries 
within the British Empire. 

Mr. Wallace explained that Germany was 
thus able to pay a very high price for her 
flax and tow, with the result that for the 
last two months her purchases had created a 
Virtual ‘‘ corner ” in the available supplies 
of Russian material, and since November- 
December of last vear Russian flax had risen 
in price by 70 per cent. and tow by 90 per 
cent., while against that the rise in yarn 
prices had been around 20 per cent. 

RESEARCH WORK 

Mr. Wallace said that the future of the 
Irish spinning indusiry was indissolubly 
Hound up with research; he was quite conf- 
dent that in a few vears the flax factory 
system, in conjunction with provision of pedi- 
gree seeds, would revolutionise fiax-growing 
in Ulster and make Ulster’s supplies a 
significant part of the whole, instead of the 
miserable fraction it was at present. 

He mentioned the valuable work done by 
the Linen Research Association. 
The Northern Mirister of Labour, the 
Right Hon. J. M. Andrews, said that Mr. 
Wallace had not exaggerated the dangers. 
and one could not but think with dread of 
the possibilities to Ulster if they were un- 
able to obtain supplies. of raw materials. 
Everything, he said, should be done to en- 
courage the growth of flax in Northern Ire- 
land, and that could only be achieved by 
making flax production a profitable side of 
the agricultural industry. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. 
Wallace.

RESTIVE 


The position in regard to the dispute 
between the Free State Government and three 
of its staff organisations remains unchanged.

SALE OF SHEEP DIP

FINED 


(BEFORE MR. HANNON.) 


_ A number of summonses came on for hear- 
ing in which the plaintiff was James Wedick, 
an inspector of the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Ireland, and the defendants were Messrs. 
Osmond and Son, Ltd., manufacturing 
chemists, Little Ship street, Dublin. In-one 
summons the defendants were summoned for 
selling, on 26th April last, to Mr. Wedick, 
who was unknown to them, sheep dip contain- 
ing arsenic, and in another summons the 
defendants were summoned for not having a 
proper entry made of the sale, and having it 
signed by the purchaser. A third summons 
was for the sale being made by a non-qualified 
person. Three similar summonses were issued 
in respect of similar sales to the same 
meet on the órd May and the 28th May 
ast. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Car’an O'Meara and Kieran) argued 
that the suiamonses were bad, as under the 
Poison Acts proceedings could not be initiated 
by a ‘‘ common informer,” but should be 
undertaken under the fiat of the Attorney- 
General. 
Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C. (instructed by Mr. 
“á F Gaynor), for the Society, submitted that, 
i r. 
petty case brought by the Guards would have 
to be submitted to the Attorney-Genera) for 
his approval, and all the proceedings in that 
Court during the past ten years were bad. 
Formal evidence was given by Mr. Wedick 
as to the purchase of the sheep dip. 

Mr. FitzGerald said that they had a regis- 
tered druggist in charge, and one of the days 
ou which Mr. Wedick called for the sheep dip 
was in Horse Show Week, when the registered 
druggist was in charge of the firm’s exhibit 
at Ballsbridge. Mr. Wedick posed as a 
farmer from Monaghan, and called and asked 
for Mr. McElhinney, the registered dru gist, 
but as he was away the sale was made by 
an unauthorised person, who had now been 
prohibited from making any more sales in the 
absence of Mr. McElhinney. i 
Mr. McElhinney, managing director of the 
defendant company, said that they emploved 
over fifty people. There were no retail sales 
at their Ship street factory; and Mr. O’Brien, 
who made the sales in question, had no 


[or mogipe f to do so. He himself had on occa- 


sions sold sheep dip purely as an obligement 
to farmers coming up from the country, but 
a prohibition against such sales had since 
been issued. 

‘The Justice held that the complainant was 
entitled to prosecute as a ‘‘ commen informer,”’ 
and that an offence was committed by the 
defendants by the sale of the sheep dip to 
Mr. Wedick, who was unknown to them. He 
also held that an offence was committed by 
failure to get the purchaser to sign for the 
poison. He also convicted on the third sum- 
mons. Hé imposed a fine of 20s; on each of 
the three summonses in respect of the first 
purchase.’ He adjourned the summonses 
referring to the other dates on which purchases 
were made.

““ Accidental death from toxemia, following 
extensive burns,’’ was the verdict returned by 
a jury, sitting. with Dr. D. A. MacErlean, 
Dublin City Coroner, at an inquest in 
Steevens’s Hospital yesterday on the body ol 
Mrs. Lucy Cox (36), of Finn street, North 
Circular road, Dublin, a cook employed in the 
headquarters of the Civic Guards at Kilmain- 
ham, who died in the hospital on 7th October. 
It appeared from evidence given that when 
Mrs. Cox was attending to the fire in the 
cook-house on 17th September a spurt of flame 
set fire to her clothes. She immediately 
jumped into a trough of water, which put out 
the flames. Having had her burns treated at 
Kilmainham she was taken to Steevens’s 
Hospital, where she died. 

Mr. Sean Ryan, solicitor, appeared for the 
authorities at Kilmainham. Inspector Curran 
represented the Civic Guards.

DUBLIN CHILD KILLED! FROM THE LEGAL DIARY 
: Mil LAW NOTICES—Tuesday, October 9, 
STRUCK BY MOTOR CYCLE CIRCTIT COURT OF JUSTICE, 


Huvert Cole, aged six, 24 Auburn avenue, 
Donnybrook, was brought into Baggot street 
Hospital. Dublin, on Sunday, at about 7 
p.m., suffering from severe injuries. He was 
unconscious, and died twenty minutes later. 

Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner for South 
County Dublin, held an inquiry yesterday 
afternoon at the hospital. 

Mr. Cole, father of the child, said that he 
was walking along the footpath of the Still- 
organ road when a motor cycle and sidecar 
mounted the footpath and struck his son, 
whom he was holding by the hand. They 
were all knocked down. 

John McCabe said he passed the Coles on 
the footpath. Because it was on the crown 
of the road and a bit on its wrong side, he 
noticed’ a motor cycle, with combination, 
coming towards him when it was a hundred 
yards away. It passed him, and a moment 
Jater he heard a crash, and saw the woman 
who had been in the sidecar lying in the 
road bleeding. The motor cycle was up on 
the footpath, and the two children under it. 

The witness stated, in reply to Inspector 
Brennan, C.G., that a ’bus had passed, going 
to Bray, on the wrong side of the motor 
cycle, and the cycle was nearer the left or 
wrong side of the ro-d, about eight or nine 
feet trom the edge. 

Replying to Mr. Felix Sheehy (instructed 
by Makers. Hoey and Denning; solicitors, for 
the driver of the motor cycle), the witness 
said that he did not sée the motor cycle pass 
out a motor car going in the same direction. 
A ’bus had to pass on’ the wrong side to 
avoid the motor cycle. There was no room 
for the 'bus on its proper side. 

Guard E 62° gave evidence showing that 
the wall on the other side of the footpath 
had been scraped for a considerable distance. 
probably by the handle of the cycle. He 
described damage done to the machine, and 
said that the bolt which should hold the bar 
between the cycle and the sidecar was miss- 
ing. He thought that the bolt had become 
loose and had caused the cycle to wobble. 

Inspector Brennan asked for an adjourn- 
ment, as proceedings in another court might 
follow. 

The Coroner said that as the driver of the 
cycle had not been charged 
murder or manslaughter, the jury was entitled 
to express its verdict as to the cause of 
death. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, and that the 


injuries were the result oí the cycle accident. |

The Corrupted Countrvside 


about the efforts of enlightened English- 
men to save their country’s remnants of 
beauty. The cross-Channel Press displays 
regular appeals Yor money to acquire 
some celebrated beauty-spot, in order that 
it may not fall into the hands of the 
builder, and diatribes against new acts 
of vandalism are lamentably frequent. 
Such outcry, it is true, might have had 
more valuable results if it had been raised 
before the mischief had begun—at the 
end of the War, for-example, when the 
jerry-builder’s heyday dawned and the 
motor car was still a luxury; but it is 
better late than never. England’s natural 
beauty has suffered a sad decline within 
the last fifteen years. Straggling lines of 
villas stretch from every town into the 
once unspoiled country; petrol pumps 
glare among the loveliest valleys, while 
bungalows perched upon the hill-tops 
make the prospect vile. What has thus 
been done cannot be undone. England 
must leave these excrescences to pollute 
her countryside until they drop to bits 
or the léases expire. Little by little, 
however, the nation is rising in protest 
against such wanton destruction of its 
most precious heritage, and it is probable 
that public opinion, armed with legisla- 
tive weapons in the shape of last year’s 
Planning Act, will put a stop to any ex- 
tension of the damage. We in Ireland 
would do well to profit by what we can 
see of the spoliation of England; for as 
surely as vandalism and ignorance have 
destroyed the beauty of 
unless 


England, so, 
they are prevented, they will 
destroy the beauty of Ireland. Our task 
is easier, because the damage has not 
spread so far on this side; but the fact 
remains that Ireland is a far less beautiful 
country to-day than it was even a few 
years ago—and in a few years it may be 
positively ugly. The vicinity of Dublin 
is becoming an eyesore instead of the 
lovely expanse that it was not so long ago ; 
soon the progress of ribbon-building and 
bungalow-dumping will have reduced it to 
the level of a low London suburb. Let us 
put a stop to this evil of wanton building 
before it is too late. The Free State 
Government’s new planning measure— 
what, by the way, has become of it ?— 
offers all facilities to the local authorities 
who have courage to make use of them, 
and, if the local authorities play their 
part with discretion and firmness, the evil 
will be checked before it will have had 
opportunity to do its worst. We have, 
indeed, an unpleasant feeling that the 
authorities will be slow to employ their 
powers, through fear of unpopularity ; but 
that fear ought not to deter any alderman | 
or councillor who loves his country.

Winter Sports 


It is at this time of year, when winter 
time arrives, that the public unites in a 
general statement which deals with the 
increasing length of the evenings. Although 
this is purely in the nature of a prelude to 
further and more intimate conversation, it 
is a sign that the winter bathing season 
has come round again. Henceforward 
people who have spent the summer bathing 
unsung will receive their full meed of 
praise; for, oblivious of sleet and snow, 
they will continue to bathe through the 
unfeeling months of October, November, 
December and on until March, when they 
will join again the nondescript throng of 
fair weather bathers. The physical sensa- 
tion of diving into a grey January sea 
cannot be enjoyable ; but it is the mental 
exhilaration of doing something which no 
one else will dare to do that keeps the 
winter bather firm in his purpose, and on 
the bleakest days there is always some 
friend who will express his admiration for 
the bravery and virility of a man who will 
plunge without a thought into a frozen 
pool. If this were not enough, the bait of 
a possible photograph in the illustrated 
papers is usually sufficient to send the 
more unenthusiastic bather headlong into 
a convenient stretch of water; the pub- 
licity compensates for the discomfort. A 
less hardy type .of winter sportsman is the 
tennis player. Now that hard courts are 
to be found in such abundance, it is 
possible to play all the year round, and 
therehy acquire some . reputation for 
courage in the face of exposure, although 
the bather tends to scorn the claims of the 
tennis player in that the tennis enthusiast 
is compelled by the example of tradition 
to retain a certain amount of clothing. 
The non-participant tends to wonder how 
much bathing would be enjoyed during the 
winter if there were no friends to admire, 
and no newspapers to publish photo-

NEXT GENERAL 
ELECTION 


MR. ORMSBY GORE’S VIEWS 


Mr. Ormsby Gore, First Commissioner of 
Works, speaking last night at the Scottish 
Conservative Club, Edinburgh, said that he 
could not see that the next general election 
could possibly come until after the Budget of 
1936—some time between May and October 
of that year. There was no sign of the 
Government ceasing to have the confidence of 
the House of Commons. 

The most significant fact at the Labour 
Conference at Southport was the election of 
Sir Stafford Cripps to the Labour Party 
Executive. We all know, he said, that Sir 
Stafford wants to have a row with the Second 
Chamber. He wants to have a row with 
Buckingham Palace. He wants, in effect, to 
have straight Socialism. He is a perfectly 
sincere, determined, intellectual Socialist, who 
is out for the full policy of Socialism, be- 
cause he believes that he—a man of great 
ability, limitless ambition” and limitless 
conceit—can manage to run all of us much 
better than we can run ourselves. He be- 
lieves that if he were the head of the State 
everything would be much better for every- 
body. 

Bad as was the experience of the country 
under the last Labour Government, much 
worse will be the experience of the country 
under. the next Labour Government, if one 
ever gets in.

EVENTS IN SPAIN

I" events of the week-end in Spain 
have been haire ae intense 
interest in political circles here, as it is 
i ised that they might have led to the 
complete overthrow of the Republican 
régime by the establishment of a Com- 
munist system somewhat similar to that or 
Russia. It is related, however, that the 
Government is now in command of the 
situation, and that the rebels have little 
chance of success anywhere. The opinion 
in diplomatic quarters is that the Spanish 
Republic will not now be affected, and that 
the Government will remain Republican in 
character. Separatism is the great influence 
working against the Government, and if 
the separatists could have their way Spain 
would be divided into a number of States, 
leaving the Central Government with little 
authority. The Communists have taken 
full advantage of this factor, and have done 
all they could to fan the trouble until it 
burst into the fiame of revolution. It seems 
that Communism has been defeated, but it 
is declared by observers here that the 
struggle for separatism 1s likely to con- 
tinue. | 


The Government s Plans 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has settled down 
to work, and intends during the next few 
days to consult his colleagues on several 
of the problems which have arisen during 
his absence. It may be found that before 
long some interesting decisions have been 
reached, and that there may be an increase 
in road-making and improvement, land 
reclamation, afforestation and electricity 
extension. It appears that a regular 
and definite programme of work on a large 
scale is to be promoted, with the intention 
of providing employment and adding at the 
same time to the national assets. Once a 
scheme has been adopted no time will be 
lost in putting it into y sarc so that it 
may prove of value during the coming 
winter. 


State Documents 


Mr. George Lansbury is determined not 
to return to the Cabinet Secretariat any 
of the Cabinet documents in his possession, 
nor will he call a meeting of ex-Ministers 
to*decide upon a course of action. It is 
understood that the question of the publi- 
cation of Cabinet papers, which has 
brought about a demand for their return, 
first developed in 1919, when Lord Ypres s 
book, with its bitter attack on Mr. Asquith 
and Mr. Winston Churchill, appeared. 
Mr. Churchill, then War Secretary, said 
that he could not answer Lord Ypres with- 
out quotation from secret documents in his 
keeping. Mr. Churchill, after much dis- 
cussion, was given leave to publish what 
he deemed necessary, and this decision stil! 
remains effective. 


India 


The Joint Select Committee considering 
the India White Paper resumed its labours 
to-day after a long recess. The Committee 
has been taking evidence and preparing 
recommendations during the past eighteen 
months. ‘To-day their work was given to 
a final draft of the report, but as this is a 
document of great length and much detail 
it will occupy some time, and it is unlikely 
that it will be completed before the end of 
the month. Events are likely to move 
then, and once the report has been made 
public there will be a demand for a full 
debate in the House of Commons. A bil! 
will be prepared whose various clauses and 
appendices have been mapped out, and into 
the framework will be fitted the plans of 
the Select Committee accepted by the 
Cabinet. The bill will be a big one—an 
estimate puts it at between 150 and 200 
clauses. It is hoped to introduce it before 
Christmas. 


A Campaign Against Socialism 


The Conservative Party in London, 
warned by the result of the late County 
Council election, is preparing a big 
campaign with a view to saving London 
from the Socialists. Lord Hailsham and 
Sir Kingsley Wood are to. direct 
campaign, while Mrs. Stanley Baldwin and 
Mrs. Neville Chamberlain will take part 
also. The Conservatives have a very good 
platform for the election, but the apathy 
of the municipal voter is extraordinary, 
and it is difficult to arouse him to the 
necessity of going to the polling station. 
If he fails to vote, several of the London 
boroughs will be left in Socialist hands. 


Mr. Lloyd George 


The report that Mr. Lloyd George was 
preparing a rather spectacular return 
to active politics is somewhat exaggerated, 
but it points to the fact that he has no 
intention of giving up politics and confin- 
ing his activities to agriculture. It is said 
that the rumour arose out of a hcuse party 
at Criccieth, when Mr. Lloyd George enter- 
tained several leading Welsh Liberals, and 
there was a discussion as to the 
advisability of Welsh Liberalism adopting 
a more radical policy than that outlined 
in the official programme. Mr. Lloyd 
George is interested in the suggestion, and 
is anxious to see Wales become more 
radical, but whether he would head such 
a movement is for the moment uncertain. 
It is interesting, however, to note that 
there are likely to be proportionately more 
Liberal candidates in Wales than any- 
where else in the electorate. 


The Air Pace 


The date of starting for the Australia 
air race draws near, but there is still un- 
certainty in official quarters as to the 
exact number of starters on October 20th. 
There were sixty-four original entrants, 
and of these a few have withdrawn. Only 
three or four of the eighteen airmen in the 
United States contingent are known to have 
sailed with their aeroplanes, and an) 
possible competitor who has not started will 
be too late, unless he intends to fly the 
Atlantic. In these circumstances, Il 
appears that the team from the United 
States will number less than half a dozen. 
Several of the Continental competitors are 
also likely to be non-starters, and it is 
thought that the number settiny out wil! be 
between twenty and thirty, the contingent 
from Britain being by far the strongest.

He had 
to study the will to see what was her inten- 
tion. One thing was perfectly clear. She 
did not intend that her relatives should 
benefit by her will. It must be assumed 
that she was sufficiently aware of the law 
of the country to know that on an intestacy :
